THOSE  MISSIONARY  DAYS 


It  doesn’t  take  much  at  the  old  ‘Y’  to  send 
one’s  thoughts  zooming  back  into  the  mission- 


field.  Friday  night’s  Joe  College  assembly,  de- 
votional assemblies  and  religion  classes  . . . 
Brigham  Young  University  tries  hard  to  keep 
in  the  minds  of  its  students  the  two  or  three 
years  spent  in  the  mission  field. 

A unique  program,  it  is  where  a person  do- 
nates time  and  money  to  teach  the  Christian 
principles  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  Many  of  a returned  mis- 
sionary’s fondest  memories  are  of  the  old 
woman  or  the  teen-ager  emitting  the  cry  of 
surprise  when  the  principles  of  “working  with- 
out hire”  are  explained. 

RECALL  THE  MISSIONFIELD? 

There  are  some  1700  returned  missionaries 
on  campus,  according  to  the  Monday  forum 
assembly  report  by  Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 
It  is  expected  that  a good  portion  of  that  num- 
ber will  be  attending  conference  in  Salt  Lake 
City  or  listening  to  it  at  home.  Many  will  be 
forcibly  reminded  of  the  spiritual,  the  humor- 
ous and  perhaps  the  sad,  of  the  missionfield. 

Yes,  conference  will  relnind  the  returned 
missionaries,  excite  others  to  go  on  missions. 

But,  how  many  forget  within  a week  or  two 
the  precepts  of  the  scriptures — the  precepts 
that  require  sacrifice  or  unselfishness.  . . or 


teach  the  knowledge-giving  truths  of  the 
Saviour? 

TOO  IDEALISTIC? 

Yes,  we  know  this  is  the  age  of  cynicism.  In 
some  circles  this  is  thought  necessary  to  be 
“smart,”  or  “intellectual.” 

Here  at  BYU  the  opposite  is  taught.  In  the 
missionfield  the  opposite  is  taught. 

It  is  easy  to  forget.  What  returned  mission- 
ary would  not  testify  that  the  field  was  the 
hardest  experience  of  his  or  her  life?  Not  many. 
If  lived  vividly  at  the  time. 

Life  is  easier  at  home.  One  is  not  expected  to 
give  up  so  many  personal  satisfactions  i.e.  golf 
on  Wednesday  if  it  seems  relaxing,  or  sleep  on 
Friday  if  one  had  a late  date  the  night  before, 
etc. 

No,  this  is  not  an  appeal  to  return  en  masse 
and  bodily  to  the  life  of  the  field. 

It  is,  as  one  freshman  student  so  aptly  said 
in  a letter  he  wrote  to  the  editor’s  office  after 
a few  days  of  fall  quarter  at  this  school,  “When 
one  speaks  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Y,  what  spirit 
is  it?  That  is  the  Spirit  of  God.” 

Yes,  we’re  all  busy.  We  easily  forget  what 
we  learned  in  the  field.  But,  wouldn’t  it  be 
well  for  us  to  remember  those  mission  experi- 
ences occasionally?  Might  even  be  of  benefit 
to  someone.

Three  members  of  the  1958 
class  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity are  beginning  graduate 
work  this  year  as  Woodrow  Wil- 
son Fellows.

These  three  BYU  alumni  are 
among  the  thousand  prospective 
college  teachers  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  who  are  en- 
tering graduate  school  this  fall 
on  Woodrow  Wilson  National 
Fellowships. 


Need  for  Teachers 
Recognizing  the  critical  need 
for  college  teachers,  the  Ford 
Foundation  recently  gave  the 
Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fel- 
lowship Foundation  $25,000,000 
to  aid  outstanding  first  year 
graduate  students.  Each  fellow- 
ship carries  a living  allowance 
of  $1,400  for  single  students, 
with  increments  for  dependents, 
and  pays  the  full  cost  of  tuition 
and  fees.  In  order  to  be  consid- 
ered for  a fellowship,  a student 
must  be  nominated  by  a faculty 


member. 

HANS  WILHELM  Kelling  has 
entered  Stanford  University  to 
study  French  and  German  liter- 
ature. Completing  high  school 
work  with  high  honors  in  Brem- 
en, Germany,  Kelling  immigrat- 
ed to  the  United  States  at  the 
end  of  1952.  He  served  as  a 
missionary  for  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
in  the  Eastern  States  from  May 
1953  to  July  1955.  He  entered 
Brigham  Young  University  in 
the  autumn  of  1955. 


For  outstanding  leadership 
and  service  in  the  LDS  Church, 
Mr.  Kelling  received  the  Master 
M-Men  award  last  spring.  He 
also  was  awarded  an  assistant- 
ship  to  teach  a first  year  Ger- 
man class.
